P.G. Planning Board to Study 
Future School Site Needs

The Prince Georges County Planning Board will prepare a 
functional master plan for future public school sites within 
the county. On Thursday, December 10, at 7:30 p.m., the board 
plans a public forum in the Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
cafeteria to solicit public comment on the needs, concerns, 
and opportunities fdr the county’s future educational facilities 
and sites. 


The planning board has empha¬ 
sized that it will be considering 
only future school sites; it will 
not become involved in issues re¬ 
lating to schools already closed 
or scheduled to be closed, school 
consolidation, desegregation, or 
educational policy — all being is¬ 
sues in which the planning board 
has no authority. 

Currently over 200 undeveloped 
public school sites are shown on 
land use plans of the county’s 
Adopted and Approved Area Mas¬ 
ter Plans. About 70 of these vacant 
sites are owned by the Board of 
Education, and about 130 are pri¬ 
vately owned. Three sites are in 
Greenbelt. A tract of about 10 
acres in Greenbriar has been ear¬ 
marked for an elementary school. 
Adjacent to Windsor Green, an 
area of about 20 acres was set 
aside for a junior high school, 
containing within its boundaries 
the Windsor Green Ballfield, Both 
of these properties are owned by 
the Board of Education. 

The third site is a large area 
of about 72 acres located between 
Greenbelt Homes and the Balti¬ 
more-Wash ington Parkway. Once 
owned by the Board of Education 
and intended to hold a three- 
school complex (senior, junior, 
and elementary levels), the land 
has been declared surplus by the 
Board of Education and is now 
owned by the county. 

The planning board expects de¬ 
velopment of the functional plan 
for school sites to provide an up- 
to-date and detailed review of 
the county’s need for school fa¬ 
cilities during the next 20 years. 
The functional plan will permit 
projections for intermediate time 
periods not available from Area 
Master Plans, which show only 
what an area will eventually look 
Uke if it is developed to its ex¬ 
pected full capacity. The new 
plan will also take into account; 
for example, decreases in county 
growth rate, in household sizes, 
and in school enrollment rates, 
fluctuating economic conditions, 
private market variations, and 
changes in local and regional pol¬ 
icies that have shown up since 
many of the Area Master Plans 
were adopted. 

If the county council adopts the 
completed functional plan, that 
plan will then amend the county’s 
General Plan and all Area Master 
Plans with regard to school sites. 
The plan will also give the Board 
of Education better information 
for determining whether undeve- 
oped school property should be 
returned to the tax rolls or put to 
other public use, as well as which 
other sites should be acquired for 
school purposes. 


Citizens’ Committee 

In addition to the December 10 
public forum at Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt (and two similar forums in 
other parts of the county), the 
planning board will enlist citizen 
participation by setting up a citi— 
en advisory committee to assist 
in formulating the functional plan. 
Copies of the planning board’s 
announcement and detailed 
“Background Report” have been 
sent by city staff to the Green- 
briar Boards of Directors and to 
the Windsor Green Homeowners 
Association. 

The planning board asks that 
persons who want to speak at the 
public forum call 952-3515 to reg¬ 
ister in advance. Citizens may 
also register at the forum. Speak¬ 
ers will be asked to limit their 
comments to five minutes. Per¬ 
sons unable to attend the forum 
may send written comments, 
within 15 days after the forum, 
to the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission, 
County Administration Building, 
14741 Governor Oden Bowie Drive, 
Upper Marlboro, Md. 20772. 

Council Says Highway 
Inappropriate Memorial 

In a surprise development, the 
council declined to support Cong¬ 
ressman Steny Hoyer’s effort to re¬ 
name the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway in honor of former Con¬ 
gresswoman Gladys Noon Spell¬ 
man. The council's reluctance was 
not based on any disinclination to 
honor Spellman, who was praised 
for her untiring efforts on behalf 
of Greenbelt. However, most 
council members felt that the 
Parkway was an unsuitable me¬ 
morial for Mrs. Spellman since 
her concerns had always been 
people-oriented. The council a- 
greed to send Congressman Hoyer 
a letter supporitng the concept of 
a memorial for Mrs. Spellman but 
urging a more suitable subject.

Fire Damages 
CHI Apartment

A fire at 8-L Laurel Hill on No¬ 
vember 29 at 2:30 a.m. was fought 
for an hour by the Greenbelt Vol¬ 
unteer Fire Department and fire¬ 
men from Branchville, Berwyn 
Heights, West Lanham No. 2 sta¬ 
tion and Beltsville. This is a 
standard response — a four-box 
alarm—for row homes. No one 
was injured in the fire that was 
caused by a burning candle. 

Damage to the GHI upstairs 
end apartment unit has been es¬ 
timated by the fire department to 
be about $4,000 to the structure 
and $1,000 to its contents. (GHI’s 
estimate is expected to be higher). 
The fire was contained to the cor¬ 
ner of the bedroom. The owner of 
the apartment on the first floor 
was evacuated for a short time. 

Greenbelt’s assistant fire chief 
William Dunn explained that the 
usual procedure of “ventilation” 
was carried out by firemen after 
they groped their way through the 
soot-darkened apartment to reach 
the bedroom. There they were 
prepared to break a window if 
necessary to let the heat escape, 
using a steel J>ar that firemen al¬ 
ways carry with them for this 
purpose. However, in this case, 
the window could be opened by 
hand. 

A GHI rehabilitation team is 
surveying the damage. New win¬ 
dows have been installed in the 
8 court of Laurel as a part of the 
rehabilitation program. However, 
vinyl siding has not yet been in¬ 
stalled. 

Another fire, at 112 White 
Birch, occurred on Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 24, at 7:30 a.m. A toaster 
was the cause. Damage was con¬ 
fined to a corner of the kitchen 
cabinets. Three companies— 
Greenbelt, Branchville and Ber¬ 
wyn—responded. This is the 
standard response for a single- 
family fire. 

Dunn said the fire was extin¬ 
guished and firemen carefully 
moved items so that the damage 
would be minimal. 

At this time of year, people 
should be more aware of fire haz¬ 
ards as furnaces, fireplaces, and 
space heaters begin to get heavy 
use. Cold-weather fires tend to 
be more dangerous because they 
can quickly use up the air in a 
tightly sealed structure, resulting 
in possible asphyxiation for occu¬ 
pants, Portable heaters in par¬ 
ticular have special hazards, and 
should be used with caution. 
Heaters that need combustion air 
(such as kerosene heaters) should 
be used with enough ventilation 
to avoid asphyxiation.

P.G. Gerrymander Adopted, 
Future Litigation Expected

On November 30, County Council by a vote of 7 to 3, with 
one abstention adopted the plans recommended by the Redist¬ 
ricting Commission as modified slightly by an amendment 
offered by Councilman Gerard J. McDonough. The action came 
after a majority of council turned back efforts to approve the 
Ennis and Wynn-Smith plans. The former gained four votes, 
the latter three. 


The expected action precipitated 
an expected reaction. Disgust and 
dismay is expected to persuade 
the American Civil Liberties Un¬ 
ion to sue to set aside the adopted 
plan. Also considering such ac¬ 
tion are the League of Women 
Voters, the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People and the City of Greenbelt, 
Other possible litigants are the 
Black Ministers of Prince Georges 
County and the Americans for 
Democratic Action, 

Grounds for the litigation are 
anticipated to be alleged discrim¬ 
ination against blacks (in only 
two districts is it anticipated that 
blacks could be elected); discrim¬ 
ination against women (two in¬ 
cumbent women members thrown 
into the same district, two others 
placed in districts where incum¬ 
bent male members are thought to 
be stronger); and creation of dis¬ 
tricts not “compact and contigu¬ 
ous” (the Bowie-Greenbelt district 
and at least two others). It is ex¬ 
pected that the Greenbelt City 
Council will consider this matter 
at its next meeting. 

Voting for the Ennis plan fav¬ 
ored by Greenbelt were Council 
Members Roy Dabney, Sarah Ada 
Koonce, Ann Lombardi, and Sue 
V. Mills. Opposed were McDon¬ 
ough, Parris Glendening, Frank 
Casula, David Hartlove, Deborah 
Marshall and Floyd Wilson. 

Glendening, Casula and Mills 
supported the WynnSmith plan. 
Opposing it were Dabney. Koonce, 
Lombardi, McDonough, Hartlove, 
Marshall and Wilson. 

The majority for the adopted 
plan was made up of Glendening, 
Casula, Dabney, Hartlove, Mar¬ 
shall. McDonough and Wilson. 
The opponents—all women—were 
Koonce, Lombardi and Mills. 

Councilman William B. Amon- 
ett abstained on all votes. 

Now the plan goes to the Coun¬ 
ty Executive. Should he veto it, 
eight votes w'ould be required to 
override. Should the motion to 
override not succeed, the plan 
recommended by the Redistricting 
Commission, i.e., the adopted plan 
without the McDonough modifica¬ 
tion, automatically would go into 
effect. Such a series of events

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Fitting Recognition 

Nothing, it seems to us, could be more fitting than naming 
the Baltimore-Washington Parkway for former U.S. Represen¬ 
tative Gladys Noon Spellman. It is a highway in which she 
took a particular interest. It was her commuting route, of 
course, between her home in Laurel and Capital Hill. It was 
also a major access route to Washington for Bicentennial visi¬ 
tors — and with her usual foresight, she took the initiative to 
have the Parkway repaired before that eventful summer. More 
recently, her leadership on behalf of Greenbelt led to the Fed¬ 
eral Highway Administration’s willingness to build a pedestrian 
overpass to span the Parkway and protect our children on their 
way to school. The Parkway goes through federal parkland, 
in whose conservation she took a special interest. 

Thus we disagree with the position taken at the last meet¬ 
ing of the Greenbelt city council. The council has opposed the 
action of Congressman Steny Hoyer in introducing a bill to 
name the Parkway for his predecessor. All other Maryland 
members of both Houses of Congress, and many of their col¬ 
leagues from other states, have already indicated their support 
for the idea. The size of Gladys Spellman’s majority — more 
than 80% — in her last election shows that she was seen not 
as a partisan figure, but rather as a legislator dedicated truly 
to the best interest of her constituency. In the words of Con¬ 
gressman Hoyer, her two decades of public service were com¬ 
posed of “a combination of singular talent, total devotion to 
fairness, and complete concern for the welfare of all individu¬ 
als . . ” 

Indeed our city council appears to concede as much. Their 
action indicated no opposition to the idea of honoring (Mrs.) 
Spellman, but rather to the form of the tribute — this mere 
“ribbon of concrete.” Yet most of these same councilman, not 
many years ago, fought to preserve the memory of another 
worthy neighbor with just such a tribute — in maintaining the 
name of Cipriano Road. 

Gladys Noon Spellman was our neighbor too. But she was 
also a national figure. As President of the National Associa¬ 
tion of Counties (while a member of the Prince Georges County 
Council) she visited almost every state in the Union, appearing 
before gatherings of citizens to garner support for the general 
revenue sharing bill that Congress ultimately passed. 

While many of her former colleagues still occupy seats in 
the legislative body in which she played so effective a role, and 
before their recollection of her contributions has had a chance 
to fade — this is the time to act. The Parkway is a national 
highway. That it happens also to run through the Congres¬ 
sional District which she so well served makes its selection 
particularly apt for Congressman Hoyer’s thoughtful gesture. 

We think the council — at Monday’s meeting — should re¬ 
consider. As we said earlier, nothing could be more fitting.

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GHI Board Passes 1982 
Discusses Loans, Illegal

After formally approving the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. budget 
for 1982, the board at the No¬ 
vember 19 meeting took up in¬ 
itiatives by the staff to estab¬ 
lish clear procedures for deal¬ 
ing with several issues of im¬ 
portance to members. These 
included loans from land re¬ 
serve funds, presently under a 
moratorium; additions being 
built without GHI authoriza¬ 
tion and a system of steps for 
dealing with resale of homes, 
to fill the vacuum caused by 
the corporation’s forced with¬ 
drawal from sales activity. 

In the latter months of 1980, all 
loans to members from the corpo¬ 
ration’s Land Reserve Fund were 
suspended. Now, according to 
manager Tim Mitter, “many 
members are having great diffi¬ 
culty getting home improvement 
loans at any rates,” so that the 
staff recommended reopening the 
loan program for small loans of 
$500 or less, to be paid back at 
current interest rates. The board 
was generally receptive, but some 
also threw searching questions at 
the staff. Director Joe Jenkins 
expressed concern whether ad¬ 
ministration of the loans would 
be sufficiently discriminating to 
avoid lending to ‘poor risks” and 
suggested that a loan committee 
be first set up; he urged that the 
matter be tabled to get more in¬ 
formation. Director Steve Curtis 
thought it would be worth inves¬ 
tigating whether the fund—some 
$34,000 at present—might be usa¬ 
ble in other ways to the corpora¬ 
tion. Assistant manager Shekar 
Narasimhan responded to Jenk¬ 
ins' concern with the assurance 
that loan applicant credit stand¬ 
ing would be checked as a matter 
of course. However, the board re¬ 
ferred the proposal to the Fi¬ 
nance Committee for further 
study. 

Illegal Additions 

According to the staff, an in¬ 
creasing number of unauthorized 
structures are being erected next 
to the original GHI homes. Mit¬ 
ter reported, in reply to a board 
member’s question, that presently 
twenty-four such illegal additions 
are in the process of being built. 
This is becoming a serious prob¬ 
lem in connection with the reha¬ 
bilitation project, since it can de¬ 
lay siding installations, electrical 
heavy-ups or heat converson 
work. Therefore the staff pro¬ 
posed two parallel procedures for 
notification to members, depend¬ 
ing on whether the addition is 
encountered during GHI’s normal 
operations or during rehabilita¬ 
tion work. In the first case there 
is usually time to allow members 
to correct the situation, but in 
the second case time is a critical 
element and the procedure would 
call for corrective action to be 
taken by GHI within twenty-four 
hours if the member did not re¬ 


spond. Gary Morningstar, chief 
of administrative services, noted 
that this enforcement procedure 
“is aimed at the (additions) that 
are going up overnight, so we can 
get the (rehab.) job done.” Di¬ 
rector Frank Gervasi favored the 
idea as did chairman Jim Smith, 
though director Wayne Williams 
felt existing channels could be 
sufficient. A motion by director 
Della Donaldson to approve the 
procedure was passed by the 
board with Williams voting "No”. 

Resales 

A “strict, but enforceable, sys¬ 
tem” for handling member re¬ 
sales of GHI homes was suggest¬ 
ed by Mitter and his staff. It 
would deal with contract process¬ 
ing and with resale inspection, 
and would consist of the follow¬ 
ing general steps: (a) Notification 
by member of intent to sell; (b) 
Notification of resale inspection; 
(e) First resale inspection; (d) 
Inspection certification; (e) Re¬ 
inspection and repair work if nec¬ 
essary, with costs charged to 
selling member. A comprehensive 
flow-chart of the procedure was 
provided together with drafts of 
the letters to be sent at its dif¬ 
ferent stages. This provoked 
some discussion on the subject of 
member vs. corporation responsi¬ 
bility. Director Margaret Hogen- 
sen argued that some of the items 
classified as member responsibili¬ 
ties in the staff’s draft have nor¬ 
mally been GHI’s responsibility to 
maintain. On the other hand, staff 
architect Stanley Sersen pointed 
out that serious damage has been 
caused, for example, in some homes 
by members removing whole load- 
bearing walls, producing cracks 
in the structure. He and chair¬ 
man Smith emphasized that 
members can and should work 
with the GHI staff if they want 
to make major interior changes. 

Rayetta Henson of GHI’s Sales 
Processing Department, when 
consulted for her reaction to the 
proposed procedure, expressed ap¬ 
proval of it as creating more 
“seller awareness.” The appropri¬ 
ate motion was then passed, to 
activate it. 

A Rehab. Report 

Susan Gervasi, speaking for the 
Aestheitcs and Environment 
Committee, reported that the 
committee members had walked 
through Greenbelt to take an “un¬ 
official” look at the siding situa¬ 
tion, They have found a number 
of problems including buckling 
siding, improperly installed trim, 
loose shingles along gutters, 
seams put on backward and elec¬ 
trical violations. She stated these 
are “things that the community 
is going to have to live with for 
a long time, and should be nipped 
in the bud,” and urged that there 
be at least one responsible mem¬ 
ber per court to keep an eye out 
for such errors. In response to 
the committee’s request for some 
statement on the status of the 
frame homes that have been 
stripped and not yet resided.

Additions 

Morningstar acknowledged that 
“zebra stripes” are unsightly but 
noted that damage to the exposed 
tarpaper is repaired when detect¬ 
ed; he further assured both the 
committee and the board that the 
siding contractor does not get 
paid until installation has been 
done to GHI’s specifications. He 
agreed, in reply to a specific 
question, that it is electrical cir¬ 
cuit problems that have held up 
residing on the homes in the cen¬ 
tral area of GHI. 

On a related aspect of rehabili¬ 
tation, Curtis, near the end of the 
meeting, urged that more action 
be taken to speed up conversion to 
electrical heat, which he felt could 
be accomplished in the next six 
months and which would save the 
corporation money. Hitter’s reac¬ 
tion to this suggestion was to in¬ 
vite Curtis to meet with the staff 
and its engineers. 

Member Comments 

June Didas, a new member, 
questioned the corporation giving 
a recent 7% raise to employees in 
view of the recession; she argued 
that “It’s coming out of our pock¬ 
ets—our rates will go up.” Smith 
replied “We have a responsible 
policy (and) try to treat them 
fairly — our personnel committee 
makes the recommendations.” 

George Randall of 24 Ridge 
described a tight parking situa¬ 
tion in his court for which he 
proposed a solution which would 
create fourteen new spaces in the 
court area. He brought a petition 
to this effect, signed by most of 
the court residents. Jenkins sug¬ 
gested it would be appropriate for 
the Parking Committee to study 
the proposal, while Smith cau¬ 
tioned that several aspects would 
have to be considered also by 
management; the effect on green 
space, cost and the general logic 
of the concept. 

At the end of the meeting, 
director Donaldson gave a vote of 
thanks to staff worker Joseph 
Whalen, “who did a great job on 
my Court” in thoroughly repair-

Board - Approved Procedures For Dealing 
With Illegal or Unapproved Additions 

Process For Illegal or Unapproved Additions Attention GHI Members 



On November 19, the Board of Directors approved a pro¬ 
cedure for dealing with illegal or unapproved additions. As 
Board President James Smith reminded members last week in 
this paper, Corporation policy requires that all planned modi¬ 
fications to the structure of GHI units must be approved in 
writing by the Staff Architect’s Office. Illegal or unapproved 
additions are often in violation of GHI standards and Prince 
Georges County Building Codes. Furthermore, they compli¬ 
cate Rehabilitation. In dealing with the illegal additions that 
rehab has found, time is critical. The accompanying flow-chart 
and list of steps provide details. 

Step 1 

a. GHI cites the addition. 

b. Rehab cites the addition. 

Step 2 

a. If GHI cites the addition and within one week, the member 
agrees to stop work and get proper approvals, the member 
will be sent a letter stating the deficiencies. If the member 
does not respond satisfactorily within one week, the member 
will be informed that GHI will repair or remove the addition 
at the member’s expense. 

b. If rehab cites the addition, the member has 24 hours to cor¬ 
rect the deficiencies. 

Step 3 

a. If GHI cites the addition, either the member completes the 
approval process or on the 14th day Maintenance does an 
inspection and repairs or removes the addition. 

b. If rehab cites the addition and deficiencies are not corrected 
in 24 hours, rehab will correct or remove the addition at the 
member’s expense.
